I’m a commercial fisherman in Jackson i 
County. My whole family has fished here for.’ 
over 100 years. I would like to tell the public 
about an incident that happened Oct. 17. a 

I was enroute back to the boat ramp at 
approximately 10 p.m., when out of nowhere, my 
boat was rammed by another vessel. When I 
identified the other vessel, to my surprise it was 
the Bureau of Marine Resources vessel. 

The officer in charge of the vessel started 
cursing me and my deckhand immediately. We 
were treated as hardened criminals from the 
start. Before we knew what happened, we were . 
in handcuffs and on our way to jail. 

I personally think with the drug problems and_- 
other more important things, why does the 
B.M.R. have to harass the little people? The 
problem in Jackson County is the B.M.R. is the 
arresting officer, judge and jury. A commercial 
fisherman has rarely been found innocent in J.P. 
court. 

The commerical fishermen are the hardest 
working per income around. We barely survive 
on a small income. Then, what little we make is 
paid out in fines on trumped up charges. I 
thought we lived in a country where there is 
justice for all. 

Commercial fishermen date back as far as 
when Jesus walked this earth. He even helped 
these fishermen by telling them where to set 
their nets. In short, we just want to be able to 
make a living as fishermen. But we cannot 
because of not getting an even break. 

The rules and regulations of the B.M.R. have 
made that impossible. The fact is more fish are _
